HEWOULDSAVE SOULS IN CHICAGO. 


Father Ignatius Arrives and Begins Hig 


Misilon—Same Account of a Remarka- 
ble Man—How He Looks, Drosses ami 
Bla Methods —What lie Thinks ot 
Brooks and Newton Told In His Own 
Plain English—Dr. Brlggs Sustained by 
the "Union" Directors. 
CHICAGO, June C.—"Father Ignatius, O. 


S. B., Monk" That's the way he signa 
himself. He arrived in the city yesterday 
from New York. Father Ignatius is the 
first monk of the church'of England since 
the time of Henry VIII. He is the founder 
of the Order of St. Benedict in the church 
of England. This statement-will throw 
light to the uninformed on the peculiar 
style In which he signs himself. Father 
Ignatius come to Chicago to uphold the 
old Welsh motto: "YGwir Yn ErbynY 
Byd," which means, "Truth against the 
world," and to uphold the truth he will 
hold a mission here, beginning to-day at 
3:30 p. m. He is accompanied by Fathers 
Michael and David, who came with him 
to this country. Father Ignatius is a most 
agreeable gentleman. 


Description of the British Monk. 


He is 53 years old. Years of extensive 


travel and wide learning and study have 
made him an interesting and brilliant con- 
versationalist. 
Father Ignatius 
has a 


smooth-shaven face, with a complexion as 
pure and rosy almost as that of a maiden. 
He has a high forehead, his face is full and 
round, and a pair of blue eyes sparkle 
with intelligence as he warms up to a fer- 
vent exclamation on any subject. He is 
of medium height and build. He has that 
circular cut of hair known as tonsure,and 
is clad in a long, flowing, hooded robe of 
black serge, girdled at the waist by a 
hempen rope, above which dangle a string 
of beads anfl a crucifix. On his bare feet 
are sandals strapped by leather thongs. 
He never wears boots or shoes—always 
sandals. 


Like Our Own Jerry Simpson. 


In the summer he wears no socks. He 


wears this garb both in the pulpit and on 
the street. Father Ignatius is therefore a 
figure that will attract people to hear him 
through curiosity. But the great crowds 
that have heard him in the east were 
charmed by hi-, fascinating methods of or- 
atory. The idle curiosity-seelcers became 
interested listeners. The father possesses 
a smooth elocution and the pantomimic 
gesticulation of an actor. He has emphat- 
ically a theatric nature, with that indefin- 
able something called personal magnet- 
ism. 
And then he is a novelty. That 


counts a great deal. 


To a reporter Father Ignatius said, after 


expressing the opinion that the United 
States was the most glorious country in 
the world, and that it would in some 
future epoch Anglicize both American 
continents: 
"I come to Chicago save 


souls—not to seek notoriety have the same 
simple tale of Christ's birth and his saving 
power for humanity to tell that has been 
told for centuries. I believe in this sim- 
plicity of Christianity. It has force. I 
don't fight for creeds. I do missionary 
work to save souls, to tell the people how 
to become better men and women. Es- 
pecially do I believe in this simplicity of 
teaching in these days of new-fangled 
notions about Christianity. 


An Allusion to Brooks and New ton. 
"The church of England, to which I be- 


long, has a historic faith. It has been up- 
'held for centuries. These modern heretics 
who break down this old faith are doing 
nothing to build up the church, and they 
ought to leave the church. I refer to such 
men as Rev. Phillips Brooks and Rev. Dr. 
Heber Newton. Newton i.s paid a hand- 
some salary to preach certain doctrines of 
the Episcopal church, and instead of that 
he is accepting the money and preaching 
something entirely different and in direct 
variance with the declarations of the 
church. He ought, therefore, as a matter 
of honesty, leave the church. He is taking 
the money from the church, but is not 
keeping the obligation for which he was 
employed. 


Should Co Out or Be Kicked Out. 


"Let him get out and start a church of 


his own. If he doesn't get out he ought 
to be kicked out. Such men as Brooks 
and Newton preach views opposite to those 
held by the church, and then when the 
church defends itself and properly calls 
them heretics, they answer back that they 
are preaching nineteenth century liberal- 
ism, and that the church is narrow-mind- 
ed and fogy. Let these heretics get out of 
the church, then, to preach their liberal- 
ism, and nobody will bother them. They 
can then preach without molestation the 
same as Bob Ingersoll delivers hih lec- 
tures." 


THEY STAND BY DR. BRIGGS. 


Union Theological Seminary Makes an Is- 


sue with the Assembly. 


NEW YOKE, June 6.—For three hours 


yesterday afternoon the diiectors of the 
Union Theological seminary sat in secret 
session discussing the case of Dr. Briggs. 
A resolution was adopted at the meeting 
upholding the former action of the direc- 
tors regarding the transfer of Dr. Briggs 
from the Davenport professorship of He- 
brew to the Edward Robinson firofessor- 
ship of Biblical theology. The resolution 
was as follows: "That the board of direc- 
tors, after liaving taken legal adviee and 
after due consideration, see no reason to 
change their minds on the subject of the 
transfer of Dr. Briggs, and feel bound in 
the direction of their duties under their 
charter and constitution to adhere to the 
same." 


Only Two Dissenting Votes. 


"This is all," said Treasurer Kingsley, 


"that we can make public of the meeting 
with the exception that there were two 
dissenting votes upon the passage of the 
resolution. The other points raised are 
deferred until after we hear from the gen- 
eral assembly." -The fact that a struggle 
was in progress behind closed doors wasev- 
ideut when Professor George A. Prentiss 
staggered out into the hall after the dis- 
cussion had been underway for two hours, 
and nearly sank to the floor through weak- 
ness brought on by over-excitement. The 
venerable professor's body shook like a 
leaf, and he had to be assisted to a private 
room until he had recovered.

Conspiracy of a Syndicate to 


Obtain Them.

DISCLOSURES. 


Corrupt Collusion and Deep Scheming on 


the Part of the Plain tiffs Charged by 
the Attorneys for the Defense In the 
Contest for the Millionaire Merchant's 
Money—Drop 1,SOO In the Slot and Full 
Out $SO,OOO. 
NEW YORK, June 6.—The charge will 


shortly be made in open court that there 
exists a Conspiracy with no less ambitious 
an object than the securing of the mill- 
ions left by Alexander T. Stewart. The 
attorney for ex-Judee Henry Hilton and 
Charles J. Clinch will declare that Will- 
iam P. Smith, to whom Stewart be- 
queathed a house, has entered into "cor- 
rupt collusion" with the Irish relatives of 
the dead merchant to deprive the heirs of 
Mrs. Cornelia M. Stewart of the money 
and property left to them by her. The 
attorneys will further try to prove that 
the suits of the Irish relatives are brought 
to libel ex-Judge Hilton, and that, they 
are being pre-s.ed by a syndicate, the mem- 
bers of which are to receive 150,000 when 
they get in possession of the estate, for 
every $1,500 paid in by them now. 


A Verdict for Smith. 


The first action brought to have A. T. 


Stewarts will declared invalid and to have 
his estate divided among his relatives was 
that of Sarah Branagh, of Ireland, against 
William P. Smith, which was brought to 
eject him from the possession of the house, 
113 East Thirty-fifth street, which Stewart 
bequeathed him. Smith was in the em- 
ploy of the merchant prince for many 
years, and was a witness to his will. The 
plaintiff was the daughter 
of 
one of 


Stewart's flist cousine, and Judge Wallace, 
in the United States circuit court a few 
weeks ago, directed a verdict for Smith on 
the ground that an alien could not trans- 
mit the title to inherited property. As 
soon as the first suit was dismissed an- 
other was brought against Smith by 
Thomas Stewart, of Ireland, and Alex- 
ander Stewart, of New York, both first 
cousins to the mercantile prince. 


A Syndicate Formed. 


It is in connection with this suit that 


the charge of "collusion and conspiracy" is 
to be made. Mr. Holmes, one of the at- 
torneys for the defense, has about 100 
pages of the affidavits to support his 
charge that Smith set himself up as a 
straw man for the Irish relatives to knock 
down. Part of the evidence is to prove 
that a syndicate has been formed to push 
the suits, and that its members by drop- 
ping $1,50') in the slot are to receive $50,- 
000 when their ship comes in. The Irish 
relatives have based their claim on the 
assertion that Stewart's will la a forgery. 
There are four alleged witness to it, 
they say, William P. Smith, William B. 
Lynch, Stewart's valet, Dr. W. W. White, 
and Dr. C E. Marcy. Gen. Benjamin F. 
Butler is the leading attorney for the 
Irish heirs. 


LITIGATION WILL FOLLOW. 


A Dam on Tobacco River In Michigan 


Destroyed by Dynamite. 


GLADWI.V, Mich , June 0.—A dam on To- 


bacco river, owne-1 by B. W. Gubtil, of 
Saginaw City, was destroyed by dynamite. 
Gubtil had three men in charge of the 
clam, but they were driven off by a large 
force of men and the structure was blown 
up. There has been trouble among the 
parties owning logs on the stream for 
some time. C. K. Eddy & Son, of Bay 
City, ha\e a dm e of 7,01)0,000 feet, and B. 
W. Gubtil has also 12,000,000 feet below the 
dam. 
It is claimed on the one hand that 


there is quicksand for a short distance 
above the dam, which fills up the stream 
near the dam and causes slock water, ren- 
dering it difficult, if not impossible, to 
get the logs over it. On the other hand it 
is asserted that the destruction of the dam 
will not only tie up the drive above the 
dam, but the 12,000,000 feet below it. Lit- 
igation will doubtless follow. 


Horrible Treatment of a Young Man. 
WATERLOO, Iowa, June 6.—News of a 


findish crime whkh was committed by 
three tramps near Gilbertevilte, about 
fourteen miles south of this place, has 
just been received. Three tramps stopped 
at a farm house and asked for something 
to cat. A farm hand named Joseph Bren- 
uan, about 17 years of age, was at the 
house alone. He told them that he could 
not give them anything. They then as- 
saulted and shamefully mutilated him. 
The assault rendered him senseless and 
he lay in that condition for over an hour 
before he recovered sufficiently to give an 
alarm. 
When he did, the tramps had 


made their escape. 


Made a Miscalculation. 


DUQFOIX, Ills., June 0.—A head-end 


collision occurred on the Illinois Central 
just below here about noon between the 
fast fruit express, north-bound, and a 
wild freight engine. Ten cars of vege- 
tables, fruit, and merchandise are piled up 
iu an immens* heap, as are also several 
empty box and coal cars. The collision 
was caused by the conductor's watch on 
the wild south-bound training stopping, 
causing him to make a miscalculation in 
regard to a meeting point.

The March to the Cemetery. 


Adjt. Gen. McClelland and staff, Gen.

Description of the monument. 


Gen, Sanies W. Latta then delivered the

At the conclu- 
sion of the ceremonies Governor Pattison 
reviewed the column from a point in front 
of Gen. Hartranft's old home. The monu- 
ment is located In the extreme southern 
corner of the Montgomery cemetery, end 
stands upon the summit of a high bluff 
(over the grave of the general) that com 
mnnds a view of the Schuylkill and the 
hills of Valley Forge in the distance. It 
Js built of plain granite .six feet square at 
the base and five feet and a half thick, 
surrounded by a shaft thirty-five feet high. 
The name "Hartranft" in Mjuare letters is 
eut upon the base, with a bronze medal- 
lion bust of the general in full uniform 
just above the name. The money for the 
monument, amoimtiug 
to $8,000, waa 


raised by means of subscriptions from 
members of the National guard. 


New Phase of RiiMhlan Jew-Halting. 
LONDON, June C.—St. Petersburg ad- 


rices state that the persecution of the 
Jews has taken a new phase. The Rus- 
sian authorities, after having abused, Im- 
prisoned and expelled many thousands 
of the unfortunate race, are now anxious 
to prove tluit the Jews are criminal and 
deserve the punishment inflicted on them 
before any charge was made. Therefore 
the police have seized the books of a num- 
ber of synagogues containing the Jewish 
record of marriages, and it is hoped to 
secure evidence that bigamous marriages 
have been common, and that Hebrews, 
after obtaining worthless divorces from 
the rabbis, have married again in viola- 
tion of law.

election contest that the democrats are as 
Burning all sorts ot positions, contradictory 
and otherwise, over that matter. 
Perhaps 


there is sufficient reason for some of the 
new opinions. The revelations of this con- 
test are anon^ the most mysterious things 
that oMmwto with in a lifetime. And we 
cant see that the trial has go far developed 
anything that tends to clear up the mystery. 


WtaD this matter was first agitated Mr. 


Butter told hto friends that he was willing 
to have everythtag investigated. 
At that 


time It was undoubtedly thought by Hunter 
that an inspection of the ballots would show 
nothing beyond the ordinary. He with 
others thought that the aim of tbe republi- 
cans was to get into the ballot box for the 
purpose of finding out who the scratchers 
were. The democrats did not propose to 
let the other side have this information un 
lest a showing was made that would legally 
justify the opening of the box. 


A democratic judge presiding ruled that 


the renoMieani made a showing sufficient 
to entitle them to get into the box. 
It was 


opened, the ballots were inspected and a 
startlingly queer condition of tilings was 
discovered.

Tbe scratches that show up on some of 


the ballots that the court has taken out of 
tbe box are such as should not have been 
recognized by the republican judges of elec- 
tion at the time the counting was done. In 
some cases the line Is BO dim as to be al- 
most imperceptible.

Morally, the party of men and women who 
played baccarat at Tranby Croft with such 
tad consequences to Sir William Gordon 
Camming were no worse than a progressive 
euchre party In the pious Presbyterian 
household. 
The stakes were in money in

Over B Worthy Man. 


State Register. 


One day this week a State Register re- 


porter, while strolling out Adams street, and 
ionchalantly inhaling the summer ozone, 
:ound himself in the midst of an open area 
or common that bore evidence of having 
once 
been a public 
burying 
ground. 


The 
piece 
of 
ground. is 
located 


at the western terminus of the street, 
and is open facing the east and 
the 


north. As a cemetery it has been abandoned 
For a number of years, and all whose re- 
mains were interred there within the past 
quarter or half century have been removod 
by surviving relatives, and friends to the 
Oak Ridge cemetery. 
Toward the south- 


west corner of the ground the attention of 
the reporter was attracted by a pile of mar- 
ble 
slabs, headstones and markers all 


thrown together Indiscriminately in a vast 
heap. On most of these stones the inscrip- 
tions were partially if not entirely obliter- 
ated 
by 
the 
ravages 
of 
time. 


Some of the inscriptions 
were 
still 


legible, however, and there was 
one 


in particular that arrested the reporter's at 
tention. It was a plain marble shaft, with 
the lettering partially effaced, and had once 
marked the resting place of cue Henry 
liitterman, a locomotive engineer. 
A de- 


sign of a locomotive was carved near the 
top of the stone, and under it was the fol- 
lowing inscription: 
"Henry Bitterman, 


engineer, killed Dec. 21, A. W. 1S54, by an 
explosion of the engine boiler on the G. W, 
R. R., aged 28 years. 5 months and 18 days 
—Prompted by the grateful feelings in- 
spired by his many sacred qualities this 
monument is erected to his memory by his 
fellow workmen. 


Life's railway o'er, each station past 
And calm in death he Bleeps at last." 
Prom a former employe of the Great 


Western road, now well advanced in years, 
the circumstances of Bitterman's untimely 
death were learned. Previous .to his death 
for a number of years the engine on which 
he run, the "New .England." was known to 
the employes and oflicers of the road to he 
unsafe, 
but 
as 
the 
road 
was 


not 
in 
& nourishing financial con- 


dition, the management refused to replace 
it. On the morning of Dec. 31, the day of 
the ill fated trip, Bitterman was awaiting 
orders to start from the Springfield depol 
when the gentleman who relates thecircum 
stances stepped upou the footboard of the 
engine, and remarked as to the unsafe ap- 
pearance of its condition. Bitterman re- 
plied that the trip at hand would be his last 
before running his engine into the shop: 
for the much needed repairs, and a few 
minutes after pulled out of the depot for 
Uecatur. 


His promise to make no more trips unti 


the engine was repaired proved a prophetic 
one, for when making the little station of 
Lanesvllle, about 10 miles out from Spring- 
lifld, it suddenly exploded, blowing out un- 
der tiie fire box, completely demolishing i 
and turning it over, end for end on the 
track. Bittermaa was taken out from un 
der the wreck horribly mangled, aud diec 
shortly afterwnid. His fireman sustainei 
injuries wnich rendered him a cripple for 
life. 
The remains of the dead engineer 


were brought to Springfield for interment. 
His funeral was one of the largest that had 
ever taken place here, being attended by 
all the employes and officials of the road. 


Bitterman, during his life, 
was wel 


known among railroad men. He run the 
first engine on the road—the "Morgan"— 
into Springfield soon after the road was 
completed. 
There were but two othei 


engines m the service, one run by Zauef 
Bromwell and the other by Mat Dougherty 
Bitterman was afterwards master mechanic 
of the road, but threw up the position to 
again go on an engine. He was deservedly 
popular among all classes of the road's em 
ployes, and it was by a popular subscrip- 
tion that the marble shaft was erected to 
his memory that has now been thrown so 
rudely aside to decay at the old abandoned 
burying ground. 


The State Register gives the matter the 


above extended notice in j ustice to a mem 
ory deserving of preservation. The report- 
er's informant says that he will contribute 
toward a subscription for removing the re- 
mains and erecting n suitable monument 
ovnr them in the Dak Kidgecemetery. Tin 
idea Is a worthy one, and the motive 
prompting certainly a generous one, and de 
serves the cooperation of railway employes 
as well as the encouragement of all citizens 
having a formerrecoliection or acquaintance 
of the departed engineer.
